Movie producer Ivan Tors is an ani- 
mal’s best friend. For several years he 
has either been making feature pictures 
about one or more animals or has inte- 
grated sequences with wild life in all 
types of productions. 

His newest adventure-drama is 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s “Around the 
World Under the Sea.” It concerns a 
group of scientists who make a danger- 
ous expedition to far distant areas of 
ocean floors in order to plant sensors 
which will bring warning of earth- 
quakes or volcanic eruptions. 

Engaging in risk of life and limb, 
with a bit of healthy romancing on the 
side, are Lloyd Bridges, Shirley Eaton, 
Brian Kelly, David McCallum, Keenan 
Wynn, Marshall Thompson and Gary 
Merrill. 

Despite the fact that the story is 
about people in action, Tors was able to 
feature an abundance of non-human 
performers, Most of them are of the 
marine variety, including rampaging 
whales, a trained dolphin, a ferocious 
giant moray eel, luminescent fish, manta 
rays and literally millions of exotic 
fishes. In addition, he made room for 
some rabbits, which in the story are 
taught to breathe underwater by Wynn, 
and some hamsters employed in biolog- 
ical experiments by Shirley Eaton. 

Using aquatic wild life is nothing 
new to Ivan Tors, producer of the pop- 
ular “Flipper” television series. The 
success of that program motivated him 
to make many shots of the deep sea in- 
habitants for “Around the World Un- 
der the Sea” and he sent camera crews 
to varid&s coastal areas to capture re- 
markable photography. 

Animals have been used by the pro- 
ducer in such pictures as “Rhino!”, 
“Clarence, the Cross-Eyed Lion” and 
“Zebra in the Kitchen.” “Rhino!” was 
filmed in Africa, but the other two were 
produced in California and made use of 
the several hundred animals that live at 
“Africa, U.S.A.,” a compound owned 
by Tors and Ralph Helfer. It is the 
world’s largest private zoo and supplies 
90% of all the “wild” animals seen in 
movies, television and even commer- 
cials, 


SHIRLEY EATON: “THE GIRL WHO...” 


Since the action has her splashing in 
the sea at times, much of her film ward- 
robe comprised shorts, swim suits and 
the above-mentioned bikini. In one scene 
she gets careless and becomes “the girl 
who .. .” when the bra of her bikini is 
separated from her torso, 

Miss Eaton is the actress who re- 
cently was referred to as “the girl who 
wore the gold paint” when she was 
coated with a layer of glittering gilt in 
“Goldfinger.” Just prior to that, she 
was “the girl who bested Mike Ham- 
mer” in the movie, “The Girl Hunters,” 
based on a Mickey Spillane detective 
novel, 

Shirley, who hails from Hertford- 
shire, England, made her first visit to 
the United States for “Around the 
World Under the Sea,” although she 
got no nearer to Hollywood than the 
waters off Florida and Nassau.

OF A BABY SHARK! 


Thanks to patient watching on the 
part of a shark baby-sitter, producer 
Ivan Tors was able to capture one of 
the most unusual scenes in movie his- 
tory for his MGM adventure-spectacle, 
“Around the World Under the Sea.” 

The screen play writers included a 
scene in which Keenan Wynn shows 
Lloyd Bridges the birth of a baby shark 
in a tank within an underwater labo- 
ratory at the bottom of the ocean off 
the Bahamas. It was up to the film- 
makers to photograph the birth. 

Various species of sharks produce 
young in different ways, some from an 
instantly-hatching egg, others from an 
egg which matures for nine months be- 
fore the babies fight their way out of 
the sac. Researchers for ‘Around the 
World Under the Sea” found a dozen 
of the latter type of ova and set up a 
watch. As the time for birth ap- 
proached, a Panavision color camera 
was installed and back-lighting was 
rigged, since the embryos are trans- 
parent. 

Two eggs seemed to be approaching 
the birth stage. A  baby-sitter was 
placed on duty and when signs indicated 
that a wriggling little shark was due to 
emerge, he sounded the alarm, Subse- 
quently, a camera was in operation for 
a whole hour. 

All in all, six months of preparation 
was entailed in obtaining this one shot. 
It lasts less than a quarter of a minute 
on the screen!

If ever a motion picture was replete 
with episodes which hold audiences 
rooted to the edge of their seats it is 
Ivan Tors’ new production for Metro- 
Golwyn-Mayer, “Around the World 
Under the Sea.”

“Around the World Under the Sea,” 
filmed in Panavision and Metrocolor, 
has at least eight awesome and thrilling 
sequences, 

One of them serves as the picture’s 
climax. The submarine, christened Hy- 
dronaut, finishes its mission by dropping 
a sonar device on the edge of an active 
underwater volcano, As the submarine 
approaches, the mouth of the volcano 
glows red and rumbles. The drop is 
made but the volcano erupts and belches 
fire through ocean waters. So violent is 
the explosion that on the surface an 


entire island is blown to bits and sinks 
beneath the ocean. 

A second exciting sequence follows 
the eruption. A giant avalanche of 
rocks, dislodged by the eruption, slides 
down the uneven slope at the ocean’s 
floor. The submarine is caught in the 
slippage and is trapped. The action that 
ensues is spine-tingling since it shows 
how the scientists in the trapped sub- 
marine use plastic explosives to blast it 
partially free, and now Lloyd Bridges 
swims outside to sever a cable with an 
underwater flare. 

Another hair-raising scene takes 
place when Keenan Wynn is attacked 
by a giant moray eel, a sea monster 
bigger than the entire submarine. Wynn 
is saved and the eel is moving in to im- 
pede the submarine when Lloyd Bridges 
swims towards it in a scuba outfit and 
thrusts a time bomb into the eel’s mouth 
where it explodes, killing the serpent. 

Still another sequence shows the tense 
journey to a sunken ship to secure a 
cargo of germanium transistor crystals 
worth four-million dollars, During this 
sequence, the picture introduces an un- 
derseas suit of the future. It is a bulb- 
ous, air-inflated diving suit that was 
titled “The Monster” because it looks 
like one. 

Another highlight is more amazing 
than shocking, This sequence takes 
place in a huge bell in which Keenan 


Wynn lives at the bottom of the sea 
with all the comforts of a penthouse— 
hi-fi, television, telephones, green 
garden and a laboratory where rabbits 
learn to breathe underwater and shark 
embryos are hatched. 


Then there is the adventure which 
opens the picture. Brian Kelly is in a 
scubasphere deep in the ocean, making 
studies through glass windows when a 
group of whales, each as big as a box 
car, coming charging through the area 
and one of the great mammals bumps 
into the sea satellite, rolling it over and 
over and creating a huge crack in its 
shell. 


The first sonar mechanism planted by 
the submarine’s crew also creates a 
breathtaking scene. The crew learns 
that the depth to which they must go is 
30,000 feet below sea level. The sub 
has been tested for no more than 26,000 
feet, yet they take the chance of diving 
to the ocean floor where the pressure is 
eight tons per square inch, 


And what of the eighth wonder of 
“Around the World Under the Sea”? It 
involves shapely Shirley Eaton, who 
won worldwide fame by appearing as 
a gilded body in “Goldfinger.” In the 
new Ivan Tors production she goes 
swimming — in a bikini. This is in- 
triguing enough, but while underwater 
she loses the top to that skimpy outfit!

A total of 25 compact volumes on life 
with Lloyd Bridges have been written 
to date.

The author is his wife, 
Dorothy, who has no intention of offer- 
ing them for publication. 

Actually, the books are diaries, one 
for each year of their marriage. Doro- 
thy Bridges expects to limit any “out- 
side” reading of the volumes to three 
persons — their daughter and two sons. 

The latest tome covers Bridges’ ex- 
ploits under the seas for a movie 
camera. He recently starred with 
Shirley Eaton, Brian Kelly, David Mc- 
Callum, Keenan Wynn and Marshall 
Thompson in the Ivan Tors-MGM ad- 
venture-spectacular, “Around the World 
Under the Sea.” During the making of 
the movie in Florida and off the shores 
of the Bahamas, Mrs, Bridges spent 
several weeks with Lloyd on location. 

Some wag has said that much Bridges 
has gone under the water in recent 
years, and there is more truth than pun 
to the statement. For four years he 
starred in the television series, “Sea 
Hunt.” The episodes comprised a total 
of 156 adventures, in all of which 
Bridges went scuba diving. 

The Bridges children, Beau, 22, Jeff, 
15, and Cindy, 11, have joined their 
father in adopting skin diving as a 
hobby. 

Dorothy Bridges, who was an Eng- 
lish major at U.C.L.A. when she and 
Lloyd met at the rehearsal of a college 
play, admits that everyone in the family 
can swim better than she. “Lloyd was 
born and raised in northern California 
and learned to swim as a small boy,” she 
says. “It was a natural for him to take 
on the underwater television series. We 
live at Malibu Beach and I am used to 
seeing all the rest of the family take 
off into the surf and dive under.” 

As a student, Dorothy planned to 
make a career of writing, but she has 
been too busy raising a family. So she 
has let the 25 volumes of her diary ful- 
fill her ambition. The early diaries con- 
tain many details of a rugged life as 
Lloyd battled to carve himself a niche 
in show business. Dorothy modeled hats 
and sold gloves and Lloyd worked as a

delivery man between bit roles. 

Because Bridges stuck to his guns to 
become the actor he wanted to be, he 
and Dorothy have not discouraged the 
acting ambitions of their children. 

“The acting bug has bitten the two 
boys,” says Bridges. “Beau recently had 
a leading role in William Inge’s play, 
‘Family Things, Etc.’ Jeff, a student at 
University High School, wants to go on

“T knew it would give me a tremen- 
dous boost in countries other than Eng- 
land, where I’ve been in films and tele- 
vision ever since I was seventeen,” she 
says. “The most amusing part of that 
experience was the complete calm of the 
technician who painted me gold. He 
acted as nonchalantly as a house painter 
decorating a living room wall.” 

Now Miss Eaton appears in another 
“different” role as the only woman in 
the cast of Ivan Tor’s new Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer production, “Around 
the World Under the Sea,” in which the 
exciting action takes place on a sub- 
marine voyage beneath the seven seas.

She not only had her own TV series 
but was headlined at the London Palla- 
dium and in the Royal Command Vari- 
ety Performance, all during the same 
year, 

“However, I’ve given up singing for 
the time being,” she says. “Once you 
become known as a singer, producers 
are automatically convinced that you 
can’t act. Right now I want to get ahead 
in motion pictures, so I’ve decided to 
concentrate on acting until that’s been 
established.” 

“Around the World Under the Sea” 
marks the green-eyed actress’ second 
association with Ivan Tors, for whom 
she previously starred in “Rhino!,” 
filmed on locations in Africa.

Brian Kelly not only keeps busy in 
front of the cameras starring in TV’s

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COMFORTS OF HOME ON OCEAN FLOOR 


Keenan Wynn lives in the most unusual apartment in the history of scien- 
tific fact or fiction — cinematically, that is. Because of the character he plays 
in the Ivan Tors MGM adventure drama, “Around the World Under the 
Sea,” a corps of movie technicians had to dream up and then create a strictly 
unique home for the actor. 

Wynn plays a bushy-whiskered expert in the study of underwater survival, 
who dwells like a hermit crab in a big metal ball at the bottom of the Carib- 
bean where the depth is 462 feet and the pressure 205.8 pounds per square 
inch. 

“The set is truly a push-button delight,” says Wynn. “It’s the kind of 
thing little boys and even older chaps dream about. This character I play 
opens a panel and takes hold of a captured fish from a box outside the living 
room. He even grows his own vegetables and fruits with hydroponics. A cozy 
little farm, no less. When the bloke wants to hear music, he switches on hi-fi 
tape where there are enough tunes to last 100 years. The library supposedly 
has 2,000 books on microfilm, Punch a button and a page is enlarged on a 
screen.” 

This ultra-modern underwater home of tomorrow is equipped with tele- 
vision and wireless telephone (borrowed by the producer from Southern 
Bell). One of the unique props is a magnetized chess board, rigged up to 
keep the pieces from sliding in the roughest rocking and rolling, The Wynn 
character is carrying on a long-distance chess match with a champion in 
Russia. 

Since Wynn portrays a scientist, some unusual experiments take place in 
his sea-bottom bell home. One is a silicone breathing cage in which a rabbit 
lives with an artificial gill which affords enough air for underwater life. 
There is also a glass cage in which shark embryos are kept. Cameras focused 
on that container for hours to capture an unusual sight—that of a shark 
being born. This is the first time such an occurance has ever been photo- 
graphed. 

The design of the underwater bell, as well as that of the huge submarine 
which plays an important part in the adventures of “Around the World 
Under the Sea,” is the creation of Max Pittman, who has worked for Ivan 
Tors as a set designer for fifteen years,
